About CES 


Pressed for Time, But Positive

etween March 26 and May 2, 
over 200 AIA Chicago 
members were surveyed by 
phone about the AIA’s 
Continuing Education System 
(CES), and its requirements. 
The AIA now requires all 
registered architect members 
(except those with emeritus 
status) to complete 36 learning units 
(LUs) per year, with at least eight under 
topics of health, safety and welfare. 
Chapter staff and the Membership 
Committee created the phone survey to 
find out what’s working, what’s not 
working, and how it could work better. 

A preliminary study began in 
February, when information on member 
participation indicated that two-thirds of 
AJA Chicago members were participaing 
in CES. As of the end of January, over 
one-third of AIA Chicago members had 
already completed their 1997 requirement 
or were more than halfway to completion. 
Slightly more than one-third had no 
registered credits. Participation was 
highest among members who joined 
between six and 15 years ago. 

Those members are recording a wide 
variety of learning experiences, based on 


a study of a sample of member transcripts. 


Slightly less than half of these members 
recorded at least one self-designed study 
or structured self-reported program. 
(See “Six Ways to Learn”) The largest 
number of units, 39 percent, were from 
self-reported programs. Other popular 
methods were: in-house professional 
development in the member’s office; AIA 
Chicago events; programs offered by 
other associations such as CSI, BOCA 
Inter-national, PSMJ, and the American 
Concrete Institute; national AIA conven- 
tions and PIA meetings; and programs 
offered by law firms, DPIC, and building 
product vendors. 


The phone survey asked members to 
comment on the success and importance 
of the AIA’s continuing education efforts 
and its record-keeping system. 
Respondents were also asked to describe 
the types of professional development 
activities that work best for them. 
Members were positive about skill 
improvement, and the majority felt that 
requiring some documentation such as 
CES was positive for the profession. 
Members registered in states that require 
continuing education for licensure praised 
the program, saying that it establishes a 
national standard. 

In a world that increasingly asks for 
quantitative proof of competence from 
licensed professionals, CES can provide 
some extra assurance to the public. 
Consequently, some members support 
CES specifically because it documents 
and demonstrates to the public that 
architects have special skills and are 
always learning more in order to remain 
leaders in the building process and 
guardians of public health, safety and 
welfare. But it was pointed out that the 
AIA needs to promote this extra 
qualification. “The AIA should advertise 
to the public the ongoing training that 
AIA members have,” said one architect. 

One quarter of the members were 
extremely positive about CES. Twenty 
percent of the members reported getting 
credits without too much trouble. But 
almost as many expressed concern about 
the additional pressure on their already 
crowded schedules. 

“I recently left a larger firm; 
balancing all aspects of managing a firm 
and fulfilling CES won’t be easy,” 
said a respondent. 

Five percent were adamantly against 
it, in some cases because of time 
pressures and in others because they were 
in the habit of keeping their skills up to 


date and didn’t want to have to prove that 
to anyone. Some questioned whether it 
wasn’t a ploy to make money for the AIA 
or to increase attendance at meetings. 


“The marketplace determines whether 


or not architects keep up-to-date, not an 
AJA-required program,” a principal said. 

A number of members expressed a 
desire for more in-depth programming 
and even more rigorous requirements. 
One architect summed it up by saying it’s 
too easy to fall asleep in a dark 


room during a lecture and still get credits. 
Many others commented on program 
content. “The AIA doesn’t understand that 
few architects are able to do design, that 
most of the profession deals, under 
pressure of time and budget, with other 
aspects of architectural practice,” said a 
principal. 

Self-study was a primary concern: 
how to do it, how to report it, what 
qualifies and what doesn’t. Many 
members have questions about self- 
designed study—what counts for credits? 
There was praise for the CES-certified 
Architectural Record articles and NCARB 
monographs, although some questioned 
how self-study can be monitored for 
compliance. 


“They don’t let some of us out 
much,” joked one architect. “Therefore, 
self-study needs to be an important 
component of CES.” 

Increased online activity will make 
the system easier to use. Member 
transcripts are already available. Only the 
member number is needed to look up a 
transcript on the AIA web page 
(www.aia.org). Programs by all CES 
Registered Providers will be in the new 
online program database, allowing mem- 
bers to check for programs in a certain 
location, on a certain date, or on a 
particular subject. Registration of 
self-directed study will be done 
online as well. 

Members have until the 
end of 1997 to complete the 
first 36 LUs. 
Members who 
don’t hit that 
mark will 
have a “grace 
period” of 12 
months, until 

December 

1998, to do 
so. However, 
by then another 
36 LUs must also have been earned. 

AIA Chicago will continue to assess 
member needs throughout the next 18 
months. The Chapter’s CES Task Force 
(Jonathan Fischel, AIA; Harold Olin, 
FAIA; and Lisa Willis-Brown, Assoc. 
AIA), the staff and the board of directors 
will study the results of this survey to 
make the changes necessary to meet 
those needs. Hf
